Even  in  democratic  countries, 'where  educa- 
tional processes  are  supposed  to  have  .some 
breadth.  If  not  a  little  depth,  there  is  a  lament- 
able and  aometimes  an  abysmal  ignorance  regard- 
ing the  uutliurity  under  which  a  government 
operates.  There  Is  the  Uistance  of  the  resignation 
from  the  Brttlsh  Cabinet  of  Mr.  Anthony  Eden, 
the  Foreign  Secretary.  In  some  quarters,  and 
notably  among  the  more  radical  element.<!  of 
aociety  hi  British  lands,  this  happening  arou.sed 
Indignation  The  attitude  Of  the  Labor  Party  in 
Westminster  Is  an  Illustration,  and  yet,  had  that 
party  been  in  power,  and  had  similar  circum- 
stances arisen,  exactly  the  same  thing  would  have 
happened. 

Some  allusion  to  the  history  of  the  functions  of 
a  cabinet  seems  desirable.  It  is  a  committee  whose 
members  conduct  the  department.s  of  the  adrnln- 
iatration.  The  ordinary  business  of  each  depart- 
ment is  conducted  without  reference  to  the 
cabinet  as  a  whole.    When,  liowever,  business 
connected  with  any  deparlmenl  arises  which  is 
likely  to  be  the  aubject  of  discussion  in  ParUa- 
ment  It  bricomes  one  for  consideration  by  the 
whole  ministry.

If  one  of  them  dissents  from  the  rest  on  a 
question  too  Important  to  admit  of  compromise 
it  Is  hl.s  duty  to  retire.   While  the  ministers  retain 
the  confidence  of  the  parliamentary  majority, 
that  majority  supporta  them  agalnit  opposition 
and  rejects  ettry  motion  which  renects  on  them 
or  U  Ukely  to  embarraaa  them.  If  they  forfeit
